“have commenced. minced. Lee “has. been making 
active preparations for some time for another 
advance, and rumors have been rife of a con- 
templated raid into Pennsylvania. In yester- 
day’s paper it was announced that the enemy 
had abandoned his winter quarters, burning 
his huts. and erossed the Rappahanock above 
Fredericksburg. To-day we have news of a 
large force—said to be. twenty thousand 
strong—in the neighbarhood of Bull’s Gap. 
It is probable that Lee has started thus pre- 
maturely on the spring campaigo, hoping to 
find our armies unprepared for a sudden move- 
ment, and the plans of the Federals confused 
in consequence of the important changes in 
commands recently made. The country will, 
however, rest in security, confident of the 
ability of our Generals now in the field. 
Grant, recently raised to the high position of 
Lieut.-General.and Commander-in-chief of all 
our forces, does not propore to wrap himself 
in his dignity and rest upon the laurels al- 
ready gained, but buckles on his armor and 
takes the field at the head of the army of the 
Potomac. The hero of Shilo, Vicksburg and 
Chickamauga, who ina brief time captured 

“upwarde of 100,000 prisoners and 500 pieces 
of artillery, assumes command with the pres- 
tige of victory on bis side, and sustained by 
the confidence of the country and the zealous 
admiration of his troops. We Jook for the 
most tecisive results from the campaign now 
about opening. 

Deserters from Mobile report that Commo- 
dore Farragut. the hero of the Mississippi, has 
siready captured Fort Gaines. really the only 
formidable obstruction in the way of the 
taking of the city of Mobile. Fort Gaines isa 
splendid stracture, eréeted prior to the war of 
1812—and successfally resisted the most per- 
sistent attacks of the British naval force. 
Since then it has been materially strengthened, 
heavier gaos mounted, and it was deemed by 
the rebels almost impregnable. It is situated 
on the easterly point of Dauphin Island, and 
with Fort Morgan immediately opposite on 
Mobile Point, commands the narrow channel 
through which vessels are obliged to pass to 
euter Mobile Bay*from the Gnaif of Mexico. 
If it be true, that Fort Gaines has fallen before 
our victorious fleet, Mobile cannot long with- 
stand the bombariment which awaits it, and 
mist speedily succumb. 

The telegraph also announces that the Post- 
master General at the request of the Senate. 
Pest-office Committee, has withdrawn his 
advertisement for proposals to carry the mails 
overland, and that the whole matter will await 
further action of Odngress. It is understood 
that the present contractors decline to carry 
the mails for the sum now appropriated by 

\_Congress, having found it to be a losing 
business. Of course Congress will not ad- 
journ witbont making ample provition to 
secure the prompt and regular transportation 
of the great U. S. Mails overland. 

From the West we learn that there is eight 
inches of snow at Austin, Reese River, and 
that it was still falling.
